There is no country in the world where the 
making of roads is so ciosely related to the im- 
provement of the soil by drainage as the prairie

This improvement 
is rendered comparatively simple by the use of 
road making machines, which are now so sim- 
ple and effective that any intelligent man can 


operate dem. 

A constant mistake in making earth roads in 
all the great prairie regionsof the West, where 
gravel and stone are not easily obtained, is 
from doing the work piecemeal, a little here 
and a little there. The proper plan to 
pursue is for euch district of sufficient 
size, through the Road Commission- 
@rs, to procure a road machine, which may be 
tried before paying for it. Then, so far as the

Murrain in Young Calves. 

A correspondent, W. S. Fehr, Dakota, III., is 
informed that the recipe asked for is not found. 
The cause of murrain in young calves is possi- 
bly congenital, and probably existmg in the 
stable where the cowa are kept, All animais 
should be removed to fresh, clean quarters, 
and the stable thoroughly cieansed and fumi- 
gated with smoking tarand suipbur for two 
hours, all doors and windows being closed. The 
specific treatment for murrain is to bleed freely 
when the animal is not too weak. Toa young 
calf give three ounces of Epsow salts, dissulved 
ina pint of water, to which add one-quarter 
ounce extract of ginger. Then prepare the fol- 
jowing : I dracbm nitro-muriatic acid,3 grains bi- 
chromate of potash, and two drachms chlorate 
of potash. Mix in half pint of soft water, and 
give one-quarter of this at a dose twice or 
three times aday. Repeat if necessary. 

For calves that are weak use stimulants—say 
ether, one-quarter ource several times a day 
as the case may seem to indicate. Sponge the 
body with cold water and rub dry. Bathe tue 
swellings with a lotion composed of carbolic 
acid one part, water sixty parts. And it would 
be well to give hypodermic injections in sev- 
eral parts of the body, say, of carbolic aci 
one part to 100 parts of water. If the hy 
dermic injections cannot be given put a seto 
in the dewlap smeared with corrosive su 
limate ointment, and turm every day until 
full suppuration is establisbed. 

t the difficulty is epidemic notify the Com- 
missioners on Contagious Diseases, Springfield, 
III., at once, or else take the advice of a com- 
petent veterinary surgeon. It the disease be 
anthrax, in any of its malignant forms, it is 
dangerous to all farm animals and man.

Buve ISLAND, III., April 16.—{Editor of The 
Tribune. |—In the Agricultural Department of 
Saturday, April 3, under heading The Aver- 
age Hen, you give the communication of a 
gentleman (Dr. S. H. Van Doren), who says 
that while the average ben of Illinois is credit- 
ed by the census statistics with but forty-two 
eggs per year, tne fine thoroughbred fowi will 
go far beyond that, naming the Plymouth Rock 
breed as capable of producing from 125 to 150 
and even 200 eggs per year. He ts quite right 
in this, and I wish to snbstantiate his state- 
ment by an actual record made and kept. My 
breeding-pen of ten Plymouth Rocks during 
the year—November, 1884 to October, 1885, in- 
clusive—yielded an average of 195 eggs per 
hen. G. KR. M. 


Live-Stock Notes. 

In buying thoroughbred stock be sure you 
are getting that which is eligible to registry in 
the Herd-Book, and well bred besides. 

Prof. Huxley says it would require nearly 
1,000,000 barrels of herring to supply the cod 
on the Norwegian coast with one breakfast. 
Has the Professor counted the cod? 

The Duroc-Jersey Swine Association is 
making progress. In two and a haif months 
nearly 100 members were added in eighteen 
States, and over 600 names ciaimed for reg- 
istry. 

To cure a cow of the habit of sucking her 
self, says the Jersey Bulletin, make a saturated 
tincture of powdered aloes and alcohol, keep 
it in a mucilage bottle, tightly corked, and 
paint the end of each teat with the mixture, 
and the cow will soon become disgusted. 

In preparing a dust-bath for hens sift tne 
dirt or ashes, not so much for the purpose of 
removing the coarser portions as to enable 
the hens to use the dust to the best advantage. 
If the poultry-house is kept clean and a dust- 
bath is provided, the bens will keep them- 
selves free of lice without further assistance. 

Many diseases of swine are contagious, and 
when an animal is observed to be sick the well 
ones should be removed from the pen and 
placed by themselves. It would be well to keep 
a watchful eye on them. Clean out tne pens and 
troughs, scrape out all decaym matter from 
under and around them, and use some disin- 
fectant. 

The depression in Scotch agriculture is so 
great that inone recent number of a paper 
published there forty-seven country mans.ons, 
with 245,000 acres of shootings attached, were 
advertised to let. Kepressing the game and 
substituting farm stock might lift the depres- 
sion, since taen better leases could be given to 
tenants. 

Geese can be fattened cheaply, as they will 
eagerly consume a variety of food, but to get 
them very fat they shouid have grain. A goose 
should not be too fat, as such are objectiona- 
bie, but they should be fat enough to present 
an excellent market appearance. Young geese 
cannot be fed too liberally. They will not be- 
come extremely fat untii matured. 

At the late sbearing at Montpelier, Vt., sixty 
sheep were shorn, the heaviest fleeces, merinos, 
being as follows: Ram, 4 years oid, 37 pounds

NOVA SCOTIA’S YOKE, 


Federation with Canada Denounced—Inde- 
pendence Again the Watchword. 

HALtrAxk. N. S., April 15.—|New York Her- 
ald. I—In the Provincial House of Assembly 
this evening was reopened a question which 
before two montus shall have passed promises 
to stir the patriotic feelings of Nova Scotians 
to their depths, and perhaps renew the bitter 
struggle of nineteen years ago, when the peo- 
pie of the colony pronounced in vain their 
condemnation of federation with Canada. The 
subject was introduced in the Assembly by the 
Hon. Charles E. Church, Commissioner of 
Works and Mines, who moved the adoption of 
a memorial to Governor-General Lansdowne, 
reciting the claims upon which Nova Scotia 
based ber demands fora larger grant ot money 
from the Dominion for a larger development 
of the resources of the province. The leader 
of the opposition seconded the motion, and the 
memoria! was adopted without division. 

This action is only the forerunner of more 
empbatic measures, which it is understood will 
be proposed in the local Parliament witnin a 
few days. A resolution will be then moved 
providing in effect that, @pplications to the 
Dominiou Government for increased financial 
subsidies having been repeatedly refused, the 


Provincial Government proceed to take steps | 


to secure complete separation from Canada 
and a restoration of independence.
